Washington, Dec. 5—(^P)—With a 
plea for frugality in spending the 
nation’s funds, President Coolidge 
today placed before congress a 
budget calling for around four bil­ 
lion dollars to run the government 
next year, and the 
senate 
and 
house without delay began work 
on legislation designed to account 
for more than one-fourth of this 
amount. 
While the budget, calling for 
$3,780,719,647 from the 
treasury, 
and not accounting for postoffice 
funds, was being 
submitted 
by 
messenger, the house had laid be­ 
fore It the treasury-pofitofflce ap­ 
propriation bill carrying more than 
a billion dollars for the two depart­ 
ments, and the senate at the same 
time took up the Boulder dam bill, 
now estimated by an engineers' sur­ 
vey to involve an expenditure of 
$165,000,000. 
A little while later the house 
voted to authorize the paying out 
of $14,800,000 for repairs on the 
battleships Pennsylvania and Ari­ 
zona and $10,000,000 for work in 
navy and marine corps stations, 
largely construction projects. 
It was the first real business 
day of the session for both the sen­ 
ate and house. Besides the budget 
and 
the 
appropriation 
bills, 
it 
brought the resignation of Senator 
Dupont, Republican, of Delaware, 
who has been ill for a long time. 
No Action on Treaty. 
Incidentally, the annual report of 
Secretary Mellon, which showed a 
gross public debt at the close of 
the last fiscal year of $17,604,290,- 
563, nearly a billion less than the 
year before, was submitted. 
The 
secretary again urged congress to 
remove the surtax from govern­ 
ment securities to put the govern­ 
ment on an equality with the states 
in dealing in such securities. 
Chairman Borah and his foreign 
relations committee did not act 
upon the Kellogg treaty 
to 
re­ 
nounce war aa an instrument of 
national policy, but postponed con­ 
sideration of that document until 
Bacilary Kellogg could be heard 
later in the week. It was not indi­ 
cated whether any other witnesses 
would be heard either in favor of 
or Against the treaty which Presi­ 
dent Coolidge haB urged should be 
approved during his administra­ 
tion. 
On the floor of senate the Porto 
Rican and Florida hurricanes were 
taken as the subject of the open­ 
ing debate, although Boulder dam 
is the legislation holding the right- 
of-way. 
Floridans 
wanted 
their 
state protected in any hurricane 
relief loan. When this subject was 
put aside finally, the Boulder bill 
got the place it was occupying at 
the end of the last session, Senator 
Ashurst, of Arizona, an opponent, 
agreeing to the substitution of the 
bill already passed by the house 
for the senate bill.

amendments he has pending. 
House Hear. Reports. 
Two resolutions for Investigation

AS THE “LAME DUCK” SESSION OF CONGRESS WAS OPENED 


Washington, 
Dec. 
5— (ZP)—The 
value of waterway development to 
the big and small cities of the 
country alike and the necessity of 
the co-operation of 
all 
existing 
methods 
of 
transportation 
were 
stressed today by speakers, includ­ 
ing Secretary of W ar Davis, at 
the opening session of the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress. 
Secretary Davis, in an address 
which opened the meeting, declar­ 
ed there had been great develop­ 
ment of the waterway system in 
this country during the last year, 
but that facilities for transporta­ 
tion by river and lake are adapted 
to a much larger trade than they 
are now enjoying. 
Development of the ports of New 
York and New Orleans was de­ 
scribed by Julius H. Cohen, gen­ 
eral council of the port of New 
York 
authority, 
and 
Arthur 
C. 
O’Keefe, mayor of New Orleans. 
They both declared public opera­ 
tion of port facilities had proven 
eminently successful in both cities. 
William B. Rodgers, Jr., presi­ 
dent of the Allegheny River Im­ 
provement 
association, 
predicted 
that 
Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh 
and 
other American inland cities will 
some day become as great as Lon­ 
don through development of an in­ 
land waterways system. 
Would Aid Farmers. 
Representative E. E. Denison, of 
Illinois, declared opposition of rail­ 
roads to competition 
offered 
by 
water 
transportation 
bad 
done 
much to retard development. 
"The cheaper freight rate offer­ 
ed by water carriers would accom­ 
plish much in the ald of agricul­ 
ture,” 
he said. 
"The 
railroads 
much come to the point where they 
realize successful waterways sys­ 
tems would bring prosperity to the 
whole country and in turn to the 
railroads.” 
The value of waterways to a 
small city was pointed out by Rich­ 
ard C. Job, secretary of the cham­ 
ber of commerce, of Elizabeth City, 
N. C., who said large savings had 
resulted in his

from

the 
wounding of two guards in 
the 
criminal courts building. 
Murray 
Fershing, 
the 
pal, 
went to Sing Sing last June 
for 
20 years 
after 
telling 
Judge 
Donnelley, "you won’t live much 
longer." 
This 
morning 
while 
Weiss was beiug taken to court 
for proceedings instituted to send 
him to prison for life as a fourth 
offender a revolver dropped from 
a leg of his trousers and he was 
forced to turn what 
police 
re­ 
garded as a plan to kill the Judge 
into a fatal effort to escape. 
W ith the wearpon, which pre­ 
sumably had been smuggled 
to 
him, Weiss had put guards 
out 
of combat in a corridor 
of 
the 
building, when the gun jammed 
and he became the target iii 
a 
sprawling group for two 
well- 
aimed bullets from the pistol 
of 
John Doyle, captain of the crim­ 
inal courts building 
attendants. 
He died Instantly. 
Five months ago Fershing had 
stood in the same courtroom, and 
after being sentenced, shouted to 


Judge Donnelley. 
"I thank you from the bottom 
of my heart. You won’t live much 
longer." 
Leon K arlstrapd 
and 
Alfred 
Williams, the guards, were tak ­ 
ing Weiss handcuffed along 
the 
corridor when the prisoner stum ­ 
bled and the gun fell to the floor. 
The three men grappled and fell 
in a heap, 
But 
Weiss 
regained 
possession of the 
revolver 
He 
aimed straight 
ut 
K arlstrand’s 
head, but the attendant with 
a 
frantic lurch of his body escaped 
with a searing 
wound 
on 
the 
forehead. 
Williams an 
instant 
later was hit in the hand, and a 
third bullet went wild. 
Doyle, attracted fom the court­ 
room by th e shots, ran Into the 
corridor to find himself 
facing 
Weiss’ leveled pistol. 
The gun 
lammed and Doyle, singling 
out 
Weiss from the other two 
men, 
fired twice. 
One bullet hit the 
prisoner In the chin and another 
in the back, 
ploughing 
through 
the heart. 
Had Weiss lived he would have 
closed a criminal record of 
14 
years as a Sing Sing lifer. 
His 
conviction with Fershing for a 
$6,000 robbery of a lower 
east 
side Jewelry store last March 6 
marked his four conviction for a 
felony. 


MCMANUS PUTS 
ON BEST SMILE 


Gambler Arraigned on 
Murder Charge; Pleads 
Not Guilty

Led to the bar of justice he tu rn ­ 
ed to survey the crowd and nod­ 
ded smiling to acquaintances. 
When the clerk of courts 
In­ 
toned: "George 
McManus, 
you 
charged with murder in the first 
degree," the smile on the 
gam­ 
bler’s face flickered m omentar­ 
ily. 'Ills lawyer pleaded not guil­ 
ty for him and obtained 15 days 
in which to prepare motions. 
Police today 
revealed 
their 
anxiety to find Gilly Biller, the 
cashier from McManus' branch of 
the underworld’s business #oltice. 
Biller, it seemed, had lived at the 
Park Central hotel 
for

years before Rothstein was Hhot 
there in a room taken under an­ 
other name by McManus. District

Cleveland Police 
22 Gangsters in Series 
of Hotel Raids 


Cleveland, Dec. 5—(ZP)—The mo­ 
tive for the gathering here of more 
than a score of alleged gangsters, 
believed by police to be allies of 
the Chicago gang bossed by *Sear- 
face Al” Capone, was sought to­ 
night as police questioned 22 men 
taken in a raid on a fashionable 
downtown hotel today. 
Twenty-three men were arrested 
when more than fifty detectives 
surprised them in a dozen luxuri­ 
ous rooms. 
However, one of them, 
Joseph Trina, 45. of Brooklyn, was 
released when he showed a permit 
to carry 
weapons. 
Eighteen 
of 
those taken possessed pistols and 
their rooms contained a large quan­ 
tity of ammunition. 
Inspector of Police George J. 
Matowitz believed the 
gangsters 
had fled Chicago because John A. 
Swanson, newly elected prosecutor, 
headed a new law enforcement re­ 
gime which took office there a few 
days ago. 
Additional strength to 
this theory came from information 
that the raid had been staged after 
Cleveland police had been advised 
by Chicago authorities that Ca­ 
pone's gang would assemble here. 
Tell Confusing Stories. 
Chicago authorities, however, de­ 
nied that the men were wanted 
there. 
The only names known to 
Chicago police as they were given 
here were of "hoodlums” and a 
"bunch of cheap bums,” not gang­ 
sters, Capt. John Stege of the Chi­ 
cago detective bureau said. 
He 
also denied that his headquarters 
had given any tip to Cleveland 
police. 
Safety Director Edin D. Barry 
said they might be members of a 
gang which police had been told 
would meet here and then go to 
Baltimore for an unknown purpose. 
One of the men said they had 
been on a liquor buying expedition 
into Canada and had come here for 
a "vacation.” 
The men gave various names and 
addresses in cities from New York 
to Chicago. 
Many of them gave 
different names at the police sta­ 
tion than they did when registered 
at the hotel.

The raid was quietly carried out 
and most of the men were still in 
bed.

MANY PEOPLE carry In their 
mouths teeth that 
never 
come 
through the surface of the gum. 
Sometimes these conditions per­ 
sist for years without the slight­ 
est suspicion that they are there. 
However, as one 
grows 
older, 
these teeth may become infected 
or inflamed; as a result, painful 
conditions supervene and prompt 
attention Is necessary. 
X-Ray More Common. 
In 
Hygeia, 
Dr. M. S. 
Strock 
points out that the teeth of the 
child in these modern times are 
likely to come to the attention of 
the dentist and 
it is 
becoming 
rarer for dentists to discover un­ 
erupted teeth in adult life. 
Twenty years ago it was unus­ 
ual for an adult to have an X-ray 
picture taken of his mouth. Now, 
almost everyone beyond the age 
of thirty has such an X-Ray ex­ 
amination made at fairly frequent 
intervals to make sure that infec­ 
tion is not present 
at the 
teeth 


roots. 
In making the X-ray pic­ 
ture, the presence of teeth that 
have not yet come through the 
gums will be determined. 
In the haphazard dentistry of 
the past not infrequently a tooth 
was broken in an attempt at ex­ 
traction, and the root permitted 
to remain. Now the X-ray picture 
reveals such roots and the mo­ 
dern dentists 
promptly 
remove 
them. 
It used to be thought 
that 
a 
root left 
In the 
mouth 
would 
work itself to 
the 
surface 
and 
thus be eliminated, but experience 
has shown that it is difficult for 
the mouth to cast off such tissue 
and* that 
frequently 
infectious 
matter forms at the 
bottom 
of 
the root with serious 
effects 
to 
the whole body. 
Our Changing Diet. 
As a result of evolution and the 
changing human diet, 
the 
need 
for chewing has grown less and 
I the jaw of man is much smaller 


than it was thousands of years 
ago. 
The wisdom 
teeth frequently 
fail to appear entirely, 
and 
in 
many cases lie in such positions 
as to injure the teeth in front of 
them. 
In many Instances an unerupted 
wisdom tooth seems to be asso­ 
ciated with pain in the bead or in 
the back of the neck and 
even 
with earache. 
Not 
infrequently 
also 
these 
teeth become associated with 
In­ 
fection. 
If the dentist believes 
that the tooth is exerting harm in 
the mouth, he will be likely to 
recommend its removal. 
The X-ray picture is the modern 
method of surveying the condition 
of the teeth at any given period. 
Such a picture should be taken 
early in life and at fairly frequent 
intervals so complete information 
may be had relative to the care of 
the mouth.

Great Britain is planning a con­ 
certed attempt to win back the 
air, water and land speed records 
as well as the long distance and 
endurance air record. 
Speed experts say the British 
now have an airplane that 
will 
fly six miles a minute, a motor­ 
boat that will do IOO miles 
an 
hour, and an automobile that will 
do from 240 to 260 miles an hour. 
Gar Wood, the American, holds 
the present motorboat record with 
a speed of 92.8 miles an 
hour; 
Ray Keeeh, the American, holds 
the automobile speed record with 
207.55260 miles per hour; Major 
de Bernard!, the Italian aviator, 
holds the air record with a speed 
of 318.57 miles per hour. 
England wants these speed rec­ 
ords back and she 
is 
grooming 
four high-speed aces to win them. 
Captain Malcolm Campbell, the 
British racing motorist who did 
206 miles per hour 
at 
Daytona 
Beach, Florida, is going out to the 
Syrian desert to a place about a 
day’s 
journey 
from 
Damascus 
with an automobile which he says 
will achieve 220 miles an hour. 
He has a stretch of sixteen miles 
of sun-baked mud as hard as an 
asphalt road to do It on. With a 
streamlined car pushed by 
a 1,- 
000-horsepower motor, Campbell 
will try to do four miles a min­ 
ute, thus being able to cover in 
an hour the same 
distance 
that 
takes a camel caravan a week to 
negotiate. 
The Rpyal Air Force has been 
training Flight Lieutenant D’Arcy 
Greig to try to do 330 miles an 
hour in a seaplane. He will make 
his attempt this fall at Calshot 
Navy Air Station. 
He will fly ov­ 
er the same course along which 
Flight Lieutenant. Kinkead was 
flying when he met his death by 
flying into the sea at about Ave 
miles a minute speed last year 
while trying to break the record 
Lieutenant Greig will use one 
of the spare Schneider Cup air­ 
planes. 
It already has reached a 
speed of 317 miles an hour dur­

The oftener a cow is milked, 
within certain limits, the greater 
her production.

Want Quiet Meeting 
Secretary John H. Farrell advis­ 
ed the convention that 30 minor 
leagues qualified for the 1928 sea­ 
son, one did not start and three 
failed to finish. 
Eight thousand 
and sixty-five players were employ­ 
ed.The place for the next conven­ 
tion came before the first session 
when President M. H. Sexton sug­ 
gested that it should be a “quiet” 
spot so the attention of the dele­ 
gates would not be distracted. The 
president put forward West Baden, 
Ind., as such a place.

Skillman 
wished to learn the specific form 
of insanity involved and ordered 
the examination. The report of the 
commission said that
